Exhibitors and riders are asked to fully acquaint them¬ 
selves with these rules and regulations. 

1. The Horse Show will be conducted under the rules of 
the Canadian Horse Shows Association. The Horse 
Show is a member of the Canadian Horse Show Asso¬ 
ciation. 

2. The Horse Show Committee has the right to amend or 
add to these rules as their judgment may determine, 
providing that such provisions do not conflict with 
C.H.S.A. rules. 

3. The Winnipeg Junior Horsemen will in no case be 
responsible for any loss or damage that may occur, 
and it shall be a condition of entry that each exhibitor 
shall hold the Winnipeg Junior Horsemen blameless 
for any loss or accident which may occur by fire or 
otherwise. 

4. Entries must be made in writing by the owner or his 
agent (who shall sign as agent, giving the name of the 
owner) accompanied by the necessary entry fees. 

5. Entries close August 19th, 1963. Entry fees in all 
classes is 50c (except in classes E-10 and E-ll where 
no fee will be charged). Post entries will be accepted 
only at the discretion of the entry committee. If 
accepted, the entry fee shall be $1.00. Entries, with 
full information should be mailed to:

6. A horse may be entered in Division E plus one other 
Division. 

7. Stabling will be available to horses entered in the 
Horse Show from Friday evening, August 30th, to 
Sunday evening, September 1st. Hay, straw and 
oats will be available on the grounds at a reasonable 
price. 

8. Note: A “Junior” is a boy or girl not having reached 
his or her 18th birthday by January 1st, 1963.

Horses to be of any breed or combination of breeds, 14.1 
hands and over, serviceably sound, in good condition, 
and of stock horse type. Stallions, mares and geldings 
eligible. Entries to be shown with a stock saddle and 
suitable western type bit. Martingales and tie-downs 
prohibited unless otherwise stated. Only one hand may 
be used on the reins and hands must not be changed. 

Class A-l Junior Equitation Class— Horsemanship, 
Stock Saddle Seat, open to juniors. Competi¬ 
tors will be judged on their hands, seat, per¬ 
formance of the horse, correct appointments 
of both horse and rider, and general suitability 
of horse to rider. 

Class A-2 Junior Reining Class —Open to Juniors. To 
be judged on the C.H.S.A. reining pattern 
(page 180). 

SONNY PEARCE MEMORIAL TROPHY 

Class A-3 Western Pleasure Horse —To be shown at a 
flat-footed walk, jog, lope and hand-gallop. 
To be judged performance—50%, Conforma¬ 
tion—25%, tack and equipment—25%. 

BIRT SADDLERY TROPHY 

Class A-4 Open Reining Class— Horse to be shown 
through the C.H.S.A. open reining pattern 
(page 180). 

LEN CARROLL TROPHY 

Class A-5 Open Pole Bending Class —To be judged on 
performance and time to complete the course 
(page 186). 

Class A-6 Open Ladies’ Barrel Race— page 186. Martin¬ 
gales and tie-downs permitted.

DIVISION B—HUNTERS 

The Judges are to pick the horses, apparently the most 
agreeable mounts to hounds, the main consideration 
being even hunting pace, manners, way of going and 
style of jumping. Please note: Horses shown in the 
jumper division are ineligible for the hunter division. 

Class B-l Green Working Hunter —Open to any 
weight. Eligibility for this class in accor¬ 
dance with C.H.S.A. rules. First year horses 
to jump 3' 6"; second year horses 3' 9". 
Exhibitors to specify first or second year at 
time of making entries. This class will count 
half points towards Hunter Championship. 

J. R. OWENS TROPHY. 

Class B-2 Open Working Hunter— Open to hunters of 
any weight to be judged on performance, 
manners and way of going. Conformation 
not to be considered but hunting soundness is 
required. Horses entered in this class not 
eligible for Class B-5. This class will count 
full points towards Hunter Championship. 
IMPERIAL BANK TROPHY. 

Class B-3 Hunter Hack —Horses may be asked to jump 
fences not exceeding 3' 6". To be shown with 
a loose rein at a flat-footed walk, trot, canter 
and hand-gallop. To be judged conformation 
quality and substance—40%; performance and 
manners—60%. Horses entered in classes 
D-l, D-2, and D-3 not eligible. This class 
will count half points towards Hunter Cham- 

^HEPADDOCK RESTAURANT TROPHY. 
Class B-4 Handy Working Hunter — Open to any 
weight. To be judged on performance, man¬ 
ners, way of going and promptness, with em¬ 
phasis on manners and agility. Obstacles 
will simulate those to be found in trappy hunt¬ 
ing country. This class will count full points 
towards Hunter Championship. 

DR. NORMAN ANDERSON TROPHY. 
Class B-5 Open Conformation Hunter— To be judged 
on performance, manners and way of going— 
60%; conformation, quality, substance and 
soundness—40%. This class will count full 
points towards Hunter Championship. Horses 
entered in this class ineligible for Class B-2.

Class C-5 Gambler’s Jumping —Each fence to carry a 
numerical value relative to its degree of 
difficulty. A time limit of 45 seconds will be 
allowed. Every fence must be jumped before 
additional fences are attempted. Winner to 
be the horse accumulating the most points 
within the time limit. This class will count 
full points towards Jumper Championship.
